Washington, November’ 10.—James 
Bryce, the British ambassador to the 
United States, has tendered his resig- 
nation. and will return to England. 
There has been no official announce- 
ment of the resignation, and the em- 
bassy will make no statement, but it 
was learned tonight oh high authority 
that Mr. Bryce informed President 
Taft of his action at the white house 
yesterday. 

It is understood that the ambassador 
submitted to the president the name 
of the British government's choice for 
his successor, and at the same time 
stated his own intention, of returning 
home as soon as possible. 

President Taft, it Is stated, requested 
“that the announcement be withheld un- 
til he could have an opportunity to 
discuss it with Secretary of State 
Knox. Mr. Knox returned to the city 
tonight, and it is expected that an offi- 
cial announcement tomorrow will fol- 
low his conference with the president. 
Not Wholly Unexpected. 

While the news that Ambassador 
Bryce is to retire will be received with 
regret in official circles and by the 
country generally, it is not wholly un- 
expected. There has been no break in 
the harmonious relations of the distin- 
guished Englishman and his govern- 
ment, but it has been an open secret 
for some time that Mr. Bryce, advanc- 
ing in years, desired to surrender his 
post and give entire attention to the 
completion of the literary work which 
has occupled so large a part of his life. 
His book on South America, written 
since his tour of that country two 
years ago, is just off the press, and he 
is about to begin a work covering his 
recent tour of Austraifd afd New Zea- 

land. 

Facing the ‘British ambassador to 
the United States just now are several 
great and troublesome problems, andit 
is Known that Mr. Bryce’s friends fear- 
ed that if he continued in office at this 
time he would break down his health, 
and probably have to abandon his lit- 
erary efforts. Among other things, the 
Panama canal toll question promises 
to furnish a disagreeable and unsatis- 
factory diplomatic task, with little 
prospect of being brought to a suc- 
cessful conclusion. 

When Bryce Was Named. 

Mr. Bryce's appointment as the 
Pritish ambassador to Washington at- 
tracted widespread attention at the 
time it was made. He was then a 
member of the British cabinet, serving 
as secretary for Irish affairs in the 
liberal ministry of Sir Campbell-Ban- 
nerman. The Irish question was then 
nearing its most critical stage, and 
as head of the Irish office Mr. Bryce 
had much to do in shaping the pre- 
liminary work leading up to the home 
rule-bill, If he had remained in the 
cubinet he would probably have been

standpoint. Mr. Bryce Was therefore 
regarded as specially fitted for car- 
rving forward the era of good feeling 
between the two 
bringing to a culmination the desire 
on both sides of the water for a treaty 
of arbitration which woulg take the 
place of the Hay-Pauncefote treaty left 
unratified by the senate. 

When Bryce Came to Washington. 

Mr. Bryce came to Washington un- 
der most favorable conditions. He 
was given a cordial farewell in Lon- 
by the Pilgrim society, made up 
many prominent Americans and 
some of the leaders in British public 
life. and was similarly welcomed on 
his arrival at New York by the Amer- 
ican branch of the Pilgrim soctety. In 
Washington he at once took active 
part in diplomatic work and at the 
same time found time to continue his 
literary labors. 

Mr. Bryce said at the time to a 
friend, “I am particularly glad to come 
back to America in order to continue 
my obS8ervation of American public 
affairs and to reund out the conclu- 
sions stated in my earlier work.”

DR, BELL SURPRISED 
AT REPORT OF DEATH 


First He Had Heard of It, the Minis- 
ter Tells Many Anxious 
Inquirers.

The rumor that Rev.° William UH. 
Bell, pastor of North Atlanta Baptist 
church, had dropped dead -at an early 
hour Sunday morning caused a shock 
to his friends who heard it 
the members of his congregation, who 
were relieved at seeing him at the 
church at “he usual hour to conduct 
the services. 

Those members of the congregation’] 
who did not attend church in the 
morning, and the pastor’s many friends 
outside of his congregation, crowded 
his home at 30 Jones avenue during 
the afternoon, and: the Baptist divine! 
now begins to know now many people 
in the city are interested in him. 

“I don’t know how the report got 
out,’”’ said Mr. Bell to a Constitution 
reporter Sunday afternoon, “but many 
of my church members had heard it, 
and numbers of them called up my 
physician during the nrorning to ask 
if it were true. It was the first he 
had heard of it, and he came over be- 
fore [ went to church. 

“I have been ill for .the past two 
weeks, but I am rapidly recovering 
now. I had an attack of acute indi- 
gestion that, while not serious, was 
my 


knowledge that I 
had been#ill gave the report credence. 

‘“T have been living tn Atlanta since 
I was two and a half years old: I 
saw the first yankce come in here 
with Sherman and stayed here for 
nine uays after he had taken the city. 
I'm 62.years old now, and have been 
a subscriber to The Constituton for 
the past forty years.” :

He was carried to Grady hospital. 
has never regained consciousness, 
and attending” physicians expect his 
death at any moment. He is about 28 
years old, and has been in Atlanta for 
four weeks. 4 

Kasralowitz left no note telling the 
cause of his act. Since the receipt Sat. 
urday afternoon of a letter from Rus- 
sia, over which he was deeply grieved, 
and wept continually throughout the 
night, occupants of the house at which 
he’ boarded feared he would attempt 
suicide, and a watch kept over 
him by friends. 

Sunday, shortly before noon, Ike 
Cohen, proprietor of the house at No, 
17, peered’ into Kasralowitz’s room. 
Kasralowitz. was standing before the 
bureau mirror, holding a razor in his 
hand. In the center of the floor were 
seattered numberless fine bits of the 
torn letter from Russia, apparently 
destroyed only a feave minutes before. 

As Cohen started to leave the door- 
way, Kasralowitz placed the razor io 
his throat and slashed a gaping wound 
from ear to ear. Cohen rushed in and 
prevented him from inflicting a 
ond wound,

London, November 10.—The Bulga- 
rian attack on the Tchatalja lines goes 
on unrelentingly. According to a cor- 
respondent at the front, further Turk- 
ish positions have been captured, but 
their location has not been indicated, 
in accordance with the invariable Bul- 
garian plan never to reveal informa- 
tion to the enemy. 

There is another unconfirmed re- 
quest that Monasti rhas been captured, 
This and the capture of Dibra, an im- 
portant town in Albania, by the Ser- 
vians after heavy fighting, constitute 
all the military news of importance 
since yesterday. 

Bloody Nature of War, 

Some idea of the bloody nature of 
this war may be formed from the fact 
that it is now estimated that 150,009 
men have been put out of action on 
both sides since the opening of hostili- 


ties. 

The Turkish government clearly has 
little hope of holding. the Tchatalja 
lines. 

The dispatch of 100 Ulemas to the 
front with the avowed intention to stir 
up religious fanaticism in the army is 
interpreted as the counsel of despair. 

There is no confirmation of the re- 
port that the Turkish government has 
opened direct negotiations with ths 
allies. Turkey’s, immediate object ap- 
pears to be to gain time, hoping for 
something from the rivalries of the 
European powers. She is also making 
urgent diplomatic efforts to prevent 
the Bulgarian troops from entering 
Constantinople. In this connection 
there is an idea prevalent in Sofia that 


afoot to this end. 
~ "€hillirrel Over Albania. 

With regard to the difficulty between 
Servia and- Austria, the Vienna reichs- 
pest, in denying that.any common 
action by the triple alliance in Bei- 
grade is intended, says Austria has no 
egotistical plans regarding Albania, 
but is only anxious to preserve Al- 
banian national and political freedom, 
and, in this object, has the support of 
Germany and Italy. 

According to an inspired statement, 
the view of the Balkan allies is that 
an autonomous Albania, instead of con- 
tributing to the peace of the Balkans, 
would be a source of perpetual trouble 
and. disorder among the Albanian pe6- 
ple themselves, who have never been 
independent, have no national feeling 
and are of various religious faiths and 
nationalities, with no common lian- 
guage, not even a common alphabet, 
and do not form a homogenous unit. 
The disorders, @ is urged, would in- 
evitably spread to the surrounding 
states, and, instead of a permanent set- 
tlement, Purope would be left with a 
troublesome Albanian question on her 
hands. 

CHOLERA AIDS BALKAN STATES 
IN THE ATTACK ON TURKEY 


Constantinople, November 10.—The 
outbreak of cholera is assuming seri- 
ous proportions. 
had occurred among the troops along 
the Tchatalja Hnes-up to Wednesday. 
There are many more suspected cases 
among the wounded. A trainload of 
wounded has just reached here, eight 
of the soldiers having died on the way, 
presumably from cholera. 

The disease is getting a firmer hold 


on account of the massing of troops, 
the lack of food and the complete ab- 
sence of sanitary arrangements. The 
danger to,Constantinople is great, on 
account of the influx of refugees. Al- 
ready several suspected cases among 
the latter have been reported. The au- 
thorities are preparing a special quar- 
antine hospital, with 4100 beds, at 
Sirkeji. 
Austrian Ambassador Busy. 

The frequent visits of the Austrian 
ambassador, Marquis De Pallavicini, to 
the porte are attracting attention.

Paris, November 10.—The great pow- 
ers, Great Britain, France and Russia, 
constituting the-~ triple entente, and 
Germany and Waly, the triple alliance, 
are believed to be at the point of reach - 
ing an agreement to prevent the” Bul- 
g4rian army from occupying Constan- 
tinople.

Yesterday two 
battalions of Greek highlanders re- 
placed the garrison. 

The full division of the Greek army, 
headed by Crown Prince Constantine, 
entered Saloniki today and marched 
direct to the Church of St.. Sophia, It 
was the intention of King George also 
to enter Saloniki, if time permitted, 
to make the journey from Chida. 

The mayor of Athens has addressed 
a telegram of felicitations’ to the 
erown prince and commanders of the 
army. 

FOR PORTS ON ADRIATIC 
SERVIA RESOLVES TO FIGHT 

Belgrade, November 10.—Dibra, 45 
miles south, southwest of Prisrond, in 
Albania, was taken by the Servians 
vesterday after severe fighting, ac- 
cording to private advices. The rem- 
nants of the Turkish Macedonia army 
had assembled there. The samee ra- 
norts say that Monastir has surren- 
dered. Major Popovich, in command 
of the Servian cavalry, has captured 
Pairan with a thousand Turks. 

The third Servian army is well on 
its way towards the Adriatic, but 
progress is slow on account of the 
bad roads. It is expected that Durazzo 
will be taken in a day or two. Duraz- 
zo is one of the ports which Servia 
has announced her intention of seiz- 
ing and holding. 

This determination

EDUCATION IS BEST 
SOCIAL EVIL REMEDY 


. 
Dr. Ellenwood Attacks Methods Used 
by Men and Religion 
~ Movement. 


“An enlightened public opinion and 
not legislative fiat, public ‘calls to 
prayer,’ and expensive newspaper. ad- 
vertising can effect the elimination of 
the social virus which poisons the blood 
of civilization,” said Rev. E. Dean 
Ellenwood, pastor of the First Univer- 
Salist church, last night. He was 
speaking on “Spasmodic Salving of 
Social Sores,” or “Why Atlanta has 
had and may have again the ‘Houses 
in Our Midst’,”” which is one of the 
Sunday night lectures in his series of 
“Candid Civic Chats.” 

“Jane Addams tells us,” continued 
the speaker, “that in every large city 
there are thousands of women so set 
aside as outcasts from decent society 
that it is considered an impropriety to 
speak the word which designates 
them, and Lecky has told us that she 
remains while civilizations rise and 
fall, the eternal sacrifice of humanity, 
blasted for the sins of the people. 

“Reason for Skepticism.” 

“In view of this shameful and alarim- 
ing fact it is not surprising that se- 
rious minded men who have made a 
life long study of the social and moral 
elements entering into the problem of 
prostitution, should be somewhat skep- 
tical of the ability of fiercely zealous, 
well meaning, but inadequately in- 
formed, social informers, ‘new hatched 
and unfledged,’ to effect this legisla- 
tion by the three methods that I have 
mentioned. 

“I would like to say that I am not 
opposed to the Men and Religion For- 
ward Movement; nothing could be 
farther from the truth; my sympathies 
have been with the movement. from 
the first, and although, by theological 
discrimination, I have been debarred 
from active participation in its wors, 
I have always been ready. to co-oper- 
ate with the movement in any way 
that would serve the community. 

No Reflection on Movement, Per Se. 

“Nothing that I have ever said could 
be construed as a reflection upon the 
Men and Religion Forward Movement, 
per se. What I object to and what I 
vigorously protested against was the 
methods employeq by the movement 
when it entered the recent municipal 
campaign—the persistent employment 
of vilification and abuse directed 
against one of the candidates for 
mayor, the hypocritical assurance of 
forgiveness for repented sins, followed 
almost immediately by repeated, dis- 
gustingly sensational reminders of 
those same sins in a vicious attempt to 
defame and to utterly discredit the 
man in the eyes of the community. 

“IT venture to Say that if the move- 
ment hag maintained its campaign of 
education in public morality and pri- 
vate decency on the same high and 
convincing lines upon which it began, 
that it would have obtained the ulti- 
mate object of its endeavors, without 
suffering the unfortunate antagonism 
and estrangement of thousands of the 
very men whom it started out to 
reach,”’ 

Remedy in Education. 

Mr. Ellenwood spoke at greater 
length ang in plain and simple words 
of the great problem that he believes 
has been attackeg in a very crude way 
here in Atlanta, and stated that without 
entering into the question of whether 
or not segregation, as formerly tried, 
or the present plan of wiping out the 
“Houses in Our Midst” were better at 
present, that he believed that the rem- 
edy for the great social evil was to be 
found in a steady education of the 
young of the land, than by legislation. 
He stressed the need of children Leing 
taught in pure and sacred words the 
mysteries of our bodies “so wonder- 
fully and fearfully made.” 

This sort of enlightenment and the 
reforms that will place woman on an 
equal standard in the economic’ world 
with man, according to his ideas, will 
do more toward solving the question 
than anything else.

In the 
superior court of this county, which 
convenes in less than two weeks, Rob- 
erts will be called upon to admit or 
deny that he ever swore to the state- 
ment that he saw Augustus J. Fenn, 
the former wealthy Cordele lumber- 
man, drowned in the Apalachicola river 
on April 20, 1910, 

Supposed to have been dead for two 
and a half years, Fenn was located 
three weeks ago in New Orleans. This 
brought to an end suits of Mrs. Nancy 
E. Fenn against the Southern States 


Life Insurance company and the Se-; 
curity Life and Annuity company, of; 


Greensboro, N. C., for the recovery of 
$5,000 and $10,000, respectively, on in- 
surance policies carried by her sup- 
posed drowned husband. 

Roberts and J. S. Land, both of 
whom were living in Turner county, 
having connections among the wealth- 
iest and most prominent people in the 
immediate section, were the principal 
witnesses in behalf of Mrs. Fenn in the 
trial of the cases.

Sycamore, and efforts of officers to 
locate him have been unavailing. 

It is evident from the refusals of 
Roberts to give out an interview to a 
reporter, who called at the jail, that 
he fully feels the responsibility thrust 
upon him by the insurance company in 
their case against him. Silence is the 
best course to pursue under the cir- 
cumstances, is his conclusion, and to 
remain reticent until the trial of his 
case, he appears very determined. If 
he admits having sworn that he saw 
Fenn drowned he will develop a case 
of conspiracy, to which he, Land and 
Fenn were parties, for the purpose, the 
company will in that event claim, of 
allowing Mrs. Fenn to bring suit for 
the insurance money. If he denies it 
the insurance company will charge 
that he made the statement, and will 


introduce witnesses in the hope of sub- 


stantiating their claim that only two 
men went down the river in the bateau 
on the day which Fenn disappeared, 

It develops from an investigation of 
the briefs filed from the trial of the 
insurance cases that Roberts when be- 
ing examined by one of plaintiff's 
counsel, Colonel D. A, R. Crum, stated 
that when Fenn fell overboard from 
the bateau and sank under the water, 
he and Land “could do nothing but see 
him drown,” since the current was 
swift, the boat difficult to manage and 
darkness had fallen.

The Southern Appalachian Good Roads association has, with| 
particular appropriateness, chosen Atlanta for its next convention, | 
which is to assemble here November 20-21. While the: 
association is interested in the general subject of good roads, it is, 
/striving especially to promote highway construction through the 
Blue Ridge section of the southern states, a project to which The’ 


| ment. . | 
| Atlanta and Georgia may, in a way, be designated as the cen-| 
ter for organized good roads’ enthusiasm in the southern states. | 
The propaganda is now actively under way in every common- 
wealth on this side of Mason and Dixon’s line, but there is little, 
question that it gained its first substantial impulse from the plac- 
ing of convicts upon the highways in Georgia, and from successive 
crusades conducted by The Constitution and other newspapers in 
the state.\In the past two years Georgia has become one of the 
banner highway building states in the country, making progress 
to such an extent that authorities from distant parts of the nation 
now come hither to study the system that has here proven so 


effective. 

It is of emphatic importance that the mission of the Southern 
Appalachian Good Roads association, as it touches the building of 
highways through the southern Blue Ridge, be extended every 
possible encouragement. As The Constitution has often pointed 
out, there are many portions of mountainous Georgia now isolated 


tation facilities. In more than one county the topographical dif- 
ficulties are such that it is doubtful if a railway may éver be ex- 
pected to solve the problem. Here, of course, the public highway 
must offer the final solution. Other counties may eventually enjoy 
railway facilities, but their farther stretches will always have to 
depend upon the railless public road. | 

The same conditions obtain to a great extent throughout the 
southern Appalachians. Uncharted mineral, agricultural and other 
resources are positively locked out for lack of access to civilization. 
Once the localities thus affected learn the value and necessity of 
good roads—through the co-operative bonding method, in many 
instances—there is every probability that expansion will go for- 
ward at a rapid pace. 

It is to be hoped that there will be a liberal representation of 
the states interested at the approaching convention. Exchange of 
views and co-ordination in effort can work wonders in solving the 
problems common to the mountainous sections.

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THE NEGRO AND A “SOLID NATION.” 


The fact that representative negro leaders themselves consider 
that the “party of Abraham Lincoln (as such) has finished its 
work for humanity and the solid nation,” is one of the most strik- 
ing by-products of the recent presidential election, as indicated in 
a Covington special published elsewhere. The significance of the 
resolutions passed at the conference of the African Methodist 
Episcopal church, and reproduced in the dispatch, may even be 
that the re-alignment to which The Constitution has previously re- 
ferred will include a far step toward the solution of the race problem 
by the negroes themselves formally celebrating the obsequies of the 
traditional “party of emancipation.” 

The resolutions from which we quote are based upon an edi- 
torial in which The Constitution recently declared that the presi- 
dential election meant a “solid nation” had taken the place of the 
old “solid south” and the scarcely less “solid” north. Concurring 
in this conclusion the 800 negroes present at the conference—and 
they came from all over the south—call upon the ten million ne- 
groes of America “from now on, to so study, labor, vote, act and 
live in the midst of ninety millions (of whites) that we will be 
truly known and rightly considered wise supporters of men and 
measures whose object and labors for the good and perpetuity of 
the ‘solid nation’ will be in accord with or nearest thereto the 
golden rule and our*Lord’s sermon on the mount.” 


The Constitution views the attitude of these negroes as of 
high importance. Their appeal to the nation, and especially to 
the south, for aid in facing the new problems of a reunited nation 
is timely and reflects the position often taken by The Constitu- 
tion—that the Christianizing and proper equipping of the negro

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INCREASING THE PROBATION FORCE. 


[t is a matter for gratification that the board of aldermen has 
finally concurred in council’s action in giving two assistants to 
Probation Officer S. J. Coogler. The finding of the money may, 
of course, be rendered a trifle difficult by Atlanta’s medieval sys- 
tem of administration and financiering. The good to be accom- 
plished, however, is so real and apparent that extraordinary efforts 
are justified. 

The department conducted by Probation Officer Coogler ha; 
more than justified its establishment. Conjecture only may cover 
not only the benefit it has worked to the individual, but, in a larger 
degree, to the community. Statistics of inebriates and “down-and- 
outs” reclaimed are, of course, available. But they are merely the 
superficial manifestations of greater progress, since the achieve- 
ment they represent extends to families which have become aids 
to rather than burdens upon the community; and when one tries to 
reduce results of this classification to statistics, the undertaking 
becomes quickly an impossible one. 


It was natural that with the growth of the city should occur, 
also, a growth of the problems to be handled by the probation 
system. It is a sad, but inevitable, phenomenon of sociology that 
evil and human frailty keeps pace, to a degree, with other phases 
of development. The proposal to increase the force at the disposal 
of the probation officer was simply a recognition of this funda- 
thental principle. It is also an announcement to the country that 
Atlanta, in common with other cities, has found it cheaper to use 
palliative rather than drastic methods with inebriety, poverty and 
inefficiency. Work of this nature is essentially progressive, and 
comprises a civic service upon whose dimensions even the optimist 
hesitates to place an estimate.

As to Our Phosphates. 
Editor Constitution: Adverting to 
your editorial, “Stop Export of Phos- 
phates,” in Saturday’s issue, the writer 


\ was traffic officer of the Silver Springs, 


Ocala and Gulf railroad, when the 
valuable phosphate deposits were first 
discovered in the latter eighties in the 
“Alligator State.” 

The richness and extent of these de~- 
posits drew interested people from two 
continents, and to such a range did 
- excitement expand the United 

ates government sent an expert to 
carefully examine and report upon 
this great national wealth. 

This expert, after three months’ ex- 
amination, stated to Hon. John F. 
Dunn, then largely interested in the 
phosphate enterprises, he would report 
to the United States department send- 
ing him to Florida, in his judgment, 
“the world’s supply for one thousan 
years was in sight.” ‘ 

This report was made before one- 
third of the present known deposits 
had been discovered. These wonderful 
beds extend along the west coast of 
Florida and as far inland ag the back- 
bone of the peninsular, from near Tal- 
lahassee to the mouth of Peace river. 
The depth of the deposits have never 
been determined. The richness of the 
rock, in careful analysis, has gone as 
high as 93 per cent phosphoric acid. 

One of the mining companies in 
Citrus county, desirous of washing the 
inert matter from the rock when 
mined, sunk an artesian well. The de- 
posit of this company began at the 
and when the drill of the 
well-digging outfit was at 125 feet the 
drill was in a layer of phosphate rock. 
The deposits in this instance were in 
alternate layers of rock and clay or 
rock and gravel. 

An expert from the Charleston, &. 
C., deposits told the writer the Caro 
lina deposits averaged 10 inches in 
thickness, the average percentage of 
phosphoric acid of those deposits is 
55 per cent; culled, 60 per cent; care- 
fully selected, 65 per cent. These Caro- 
lina deposits are all of petrified ani- 
mal matter. 

In the hard rock deposits, animal 
petrifaction is conspicuous in its ab- 
Sence. In the pebble rock section, ani- 
mal petrifaction is constantly found. 

Many theories have been advanced 
by scientists of the origin of the hard 
rock deposits, but these vary so there 
has been no definite proof produced, so 
that is still a matter of speculation. 

If the United States government ex- 
pert could report the world’s supply 
for a thousand years in sight in the 
early exploiting of this great industry, 
and before later investigations show- 
ing wonderfully larger deposits, then 
the fear of depletion in twenty-five 
years seems groundless. 

However, the people of this country 
in all its rich resources have been 
exceedingly prodigal and wasteful. Sex 
how our coal and yellow pine wealth is 
passing. The warning might be heeded 
and care used in curtailing our ex- 
travagance in phosphate before we find 
we have been too wasteful in this as 
we have been in other natural indus- 
tries.

In the 
cotton course there will be ten lec- 
tures on soils, five on fertilizers, five 
on the cotton plant, five on cultivation, 
five on cotton diseases, five on cotton 
insects, five on chemistry of cotton 
by-products, five on cotton machinery, 
ten demonstrations on cotton grading 
and three on cotton marketing.

The first benefit will be realized in 
the opening up to the student a field 
of study and instruction that will—in 
many instances—be like an admission 
into a new world. To one who has a 
fair degree of even common school ed- 
ucation and who has formed the habit 
of reading for information, such a 
course may start him on a career of 
self-teaching (reading) and investiga- 
tion that will in a very few years 
make him a fairly well informed, sci- 
entific farmer. ‘

It must contain a large 
proportion of vegetable or organic 
matter to decay within it, and it must 
also be supplied with an abundance of 
nitrogen, phosphoric acid, potash aid 
lime. Each one of these elements men- 
tioned has a definite function in plant 
life. The nitrogen*promotes growth. 
It is the element mostly responsible 
for a rapid green growth of stalk, and 
The phospohric acid ‘s the ele- 
ment which has most to do with the 
formation of seed, the strength and the 
development of the stem; or what 
would correspond with the bones in 
the body of an animal. The function 
of the potash is not so much to build 
up the body of the plant as to promote 
ripening, increase the production of 
Starch, and in a general way act. as a 
life or health giver to the.structure. 
These are three distinct elements, an‘4 
no one can properly do the work of 
another. They must all be present. 
Perhaps the most common mistake 
made in fertilizing a garden is to use 
manures alone. All forms of manure 
contain too large a proportion of ni- 
trogen to the other elements; manures 
of hens and sheep being worst in this 
respect. The result is that when tha 
garden is fertilized with manure alone 
in large quantities, you are most like- 
ly to have a very rapid and rank 
srowth of stem and leaf, not in the 
best of health, but inclined to. be ten- 
der and feeble. This, of course, is 
much better for such crops as celery, 
cabbage, cr similar things which are 
largely leaf and stem, but not so good 
for those which develop seed like peas 
or beans, or which develop roots and 
tubers like beets or potatoes. The 
remedy is not to use more stable ma-

INKER TO MANAGE P 
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FOR SOUTHERN STATES 


McManigal Says He Was So Overcome 
*- @t Times He Almost Quit 
Blowing Up People. 


oie Indianapolis, Ind., November 10.— 


Cofstience so overcame Ortie E. Mc- 


ae Manigal when he blew up a “job” at 


Mount Vernon, lll, on April 19, 1919, 
that he was on the verge of quitting 
and exposing the McNamara dynamite 
plots five months before the loss of 
twenty-one lives at Los Angeles, Cal. 

McManigal, who tomorrow will con- 
tinue his testimony at the trial of the 
_ forty-five accused “dynamite plotters,” 
says in a ~ritten confession, part of 
which has been made public by Dis- 
trict Attorney Charles W. Miller, that 
twice while prowling about at night. 
with bombs under his arm, he had to 
employ tact in saving the lives of 
night watchman. 

Incidents of the Explosion. 

Incidents in connection with the 
Mount Vernon explosion, as given by 
McManigal, are as follows: 

He went to Mount Vernon by way of 
St. Lovis, equipped with bombs pro- 
vided by John B. McNamara, who had 
instructed him to blow up a new steel 
structure in Mount Verfion being erect- 
ed by non-union men. First regulating 
the timepiece so the bomb would ex- 
plode at 11:30 p. m., in his room at a 
hotel. McManigal placed it where he 
considered it would do the most dam- 
age, Later he discovered the bomb was 
almost directly beneath the night- 
watchman’s shelter, and the watchman 
was on duty. McManigal walked about 
on the opposite side of the street. He 
observed the watchman seldom left his 
post, and must inevitably be blown up 
unless he could be gotten away. En- 
gaging the watchman in conversation, 
he attempted to induce him to go to a 
theater, but it was of no use. The 
watchman regarded the invitation with 
suspicion. 

Prepared Smaller Bomb. 

In desperation, the dynamiter return- 
ed to his hotel, prepared a. smaller 
bomb timed to explode at about 11.25 
o'clock. and, sneaking through an al- 
ley, placed the second bomb at a re- 
mote part of the job. 

The purpose, McManigal says, was by 
the remoter bomb, timed to explode 
about five minutes before the other 
one, to detract the watchman from his 
shelter so he would be at the wreck 
of the first explosion, out of danger, 
when the second occurred.

IN CONVENTION TODAY 


Rochester, N. Y., November 10.—The 
second annual convention of the 
American Federation of Labor will 
convene here tomorrow and will be 
one of the most harmonious held in 
many years according to officers of 
the organization. practically all of 
whom are here tonight. The execu- 
tive council held a three-hour session, 
going over reports to be submitted to- 
morrow. Among those present were 
President Samuel Gompers, Frank 
Morrison, secretary; John B. Lennon, 
treasurer; Charles Duncan, first vice 
president. and John Mitchell, second 
Nice president.

Accident Disability Benefits.
